We have also been informed j 
that Hon. D. C. Edwards, Con- j 
gressman-elect from this dis- 
trict, and Congressman Brown- 
low, of the First Tennessee dis- ; 
trict, have d sciiBsedthis matter 
together in Washington with a 
view of taking up the matter at j 
B later date. 

As we have stated before, if 
t his State should be formed from ; 
t he territory suggested, it would 
only be a sh<*t time until it 
would become one of the richest | 
States in the union, and we feel j 
quite - sure that i' would prove j 
entirely satisfactory to all par- 
ties concerned, to make the | 
idiange. 

This would give the people of j 
the mountains an opportunity to 
hjive legislation in their own in- 1 
terest, a thing they will never 
have so long as they are con- 
nected with the Bluegrass, as is 
(he case now in Kentucky. 
4 They are taxed to the limit, 
and never receive any benefits 
whatever -from it; while their 
money is spent to develop and 
improve the Bluegrass section of 
the State. 

The mountains are all Repub- 
lican, and the State Administra- 
tion being Democratic, cares 
nothing for the people of the 
mountains sa-ve to impose tax- 
ation upon them, and has time 
ami again refused to ftive legis- 
lation that would tend to afford 
relief to the mountain section. 

The people of the mountains 
are an industrious, energetic 
crass of people and abundantly 
able to take care of themselves 
if only permitted to tlo so, but 
the only relief in sight seems to 
be through the formation of a 
new State, which would then 
permit them to have their own 
legislation and laws suitable to 
their individual needs. 

We hope to see the time speed- 
ily come when this /new State 
will be cut out and admitted to 

the Union as an independent 

State in th sisterhood of States.

Throughout 
the older fields large numbers of 
wells are being temporarily 
abandoned on account of the low 
price paid by the Standard for 
petroleum.

The Knox county wells are 
now producing on an average as 
much oil as those of anv other 
State. Some of them have Keen 
producing regularly for over 
three years and show no signs of 
exhaustion. 

The prospects are for renewed 
activity in this region during the 
next few mouths, by operators 
who do not expect to make a for- 
tune out of the business with a 
few months' work.
